after the Nov. 3 election if he 
wins. 
Said Sen. Bussell B . Long, D- 
La: “ This is too good an oppor­ 
tunity for the President to miss 
Sometime in a campaign speech 
he’s going say, 'The members of 
Congress raised their own sal­ 
aries $7,500 but they didn't do 
anything for the old folks and 
the poor, so Pm going to call 
them back to remedy that.* " 
Earlier in the session, the 
House and Senate passed a law 
to increase the pay of their 
members from $22,500 to $30 
000. la st week, in their rus 
for adjournment, they brushed 
aside two key Johnson adminis­ 
tration measures — healthcare 
fo r the elderly under social 
Security and a $1.06-billion aid 
package for the impoverished 
Appalachia region 
The health care proposal died 
when Senate and House confer­ 
ees were unable to agree wheth­ 
er it should be attached to a bill 
to 
increase retirement pay­ 
ments under Social Security. 
The fight killed the payment 
increases, too. 
Noting this, House Republican 
Leader Charles A. Halleck of 
Indiana said in a statement 
Sunday that Johnson killed the 
chances of an increase in Social 
Security payments “ by person­ 
ally dictating that socialized 
medicine be 
forced 
obwn 
congressional throats." 
The 1964 session dragged to a 
close Saturday when the Senate 
adjourned sine die at 1:41 p.m. 
and the House at 3:16 p.m. Con­ 
gress had met for 21 consecu­ 
tive months and this was the 
latest adjournment in a presi­ 
dential 
election 
year 
since 
1944. 
In the weeks since the Demo­ 
cratic and Republican conven­ 
tions, 
Congress accomplished 
little. But Democratic leaders 
insisted this did not dim the 
luster of the 88th’s record and 
Johnson 
hailed Congress as 
among the most fruitful in his to 
ry. 
Nearly all of the major bills 
passed were recommended by 
the late President John F. Ken­ 
nedy but only a few were sent to 
the White House befo re his as. 
sassination. 
On taking over the presiden­ 
cy, Johnson immediately began 
a drive for every item on the 
program and succeeded in win­ 
ning passage of most of them 
These probably are the top 
accomplishments of the 88th: 
— A. sw eeping civ il rights b ill, 
passed in the Senate only after 
a 14*week Southern filibuster 
was broken by imposition of 
debate-limiting 
cloture, t h e 
first time this was done on 
civil 
rights. 
The 
measure 
strikes at racial discrimination 
in jobs and in restaurants, ho­ 
tels and other public places, 
in voting and in public schools. 
—A $11.5-billion tax cut bill 
covering both individuals and 
corporations, 
designed as a 
stimulus to the economy and as 
a spur to private enterprise. 
—Ratification of the limited 
nuclear test-ban treaty, holding 
out the promise of some cold 
war thaw and of ending pollu­ 
tion of the atmosphere. 
—A big package of education 
bills, 
including a $1.2-billion 
college construction measure, 
a $1.56-billion vocational edu­ 
cation bill, a$231-m ’.lion medi­ 
cal education meai are, and a 
$1.8-billion bill broadening the 
National Defense Education Act 
and 
extending the impacted- 
areas program. The latter was 
sent to Johnson last Friday. 
—A $947.5-million measure 
to provide jobs for youths, train 
unskilled persons, and encour. 
age local community programs. 
This was the most important 
item passed bearing Johnson's 
own stamp. 
Democratic 
leaders figure 
the President got all but 6 of 
51 major proposals which he 
sent to the Capitol this year. 
Besides health care and the 
Appalachia bill, the casualties 
were bills to implement the 
International 
Coffee - Agree­ 
ment, to control water pollu­ 
tion, to put an additional $355 
mil ion into the depressed — 
areas program, and to liberal, 
ize the immigration laws.

57 Tunnel 
A Path to 
Freedom 


liERLIN (AP) —Fifty-seven 
East Germ ans escaped to W est 
Berlin this weekend through a 
long tunnel dug under the Red 
wall, the West Berlin govern­ 
ment reported today. East G er­ 
many said one of its border 
guards was shot dead during 
the escape and called it m ur­ 
der. 
It was believed to be one of 
the biggest mass escapes since 
the Red wall was erected in the 
sum m er oi 1961. 
All the refugees, 23 men, 3il 
women and 3 children, came 
through unhurt. Red g u a r d s 
found the tunnel just after the 
escape and fired submachine 
guns into the passageway. 
The East German Defense 
M inistry said the border guard 
was killed “ by aimed shots 
from arm ed bandits" who had 
penetrated into East German 
territo ry through the tunnel. 
It seem ed possible that the 
guard was In the tunnel and fell 
under the fire oi his com rades. 
Informed sources said this 
was believed to be the third 
successful tunnel 
exploit re ­ 
cently. West Berlin authorities 
try 
to keep escape methods 
secret. 
The latest tunnel was under 
B ernauerstrasses 
on 
t h e 
French sector border. When it 
was learned Red guards had 
fo und the tunnel the city gov­ 
ernm ent announced the escape. 
Since last Saturday the ref­ 
ugees had crept through the 
tunnel in sm all groups. 
The city government said just 
befo re the operation was to end 
four East German soldiers and 
three civilians drove up to the 
eastern end of the tunnel. A 
few seconds later west i>olice 
heard several blasts from sub­ 
machine guns. 
That was 12:30 this morning. 
Within 15 minutes the east end 
of the tunnel was surrounded 
by East German troops. 
Tunnel escapes have become 
♦ess frequent in recent months 
after East Germans discovered 
several of them before 
theyf 
could be used and a rre ste d 
West Germ ans who w ere dig­ 
ging them . 
The largest previous tunnel 
escape lom East Berlin was in 
September 1962 when 29 per­ 
sons got tlirough. 
P rior to the weekend's m ass J 
escape, conservative estim ates 
had set the number of tunnel 
escapees at between 300 and 
400.

NATIONAL BOARD URGfeS RENEWAL OF FIRE 
PREVENTION EFFORTS 
A renewal of fire prevention efforts throughout 
the nation with the view of holding down loss of 
life and destruction of property by fire was urged 
today by Lewis A. Vincent, general manager of 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 
It is reported that there were 11,800 fire 
fatalities last year and over 70,000 people 
sustained fire injuries, Mr. Vincent added. 
At the same time, fire losses in 1963 rose 
i to a high of $1,405,558,000, an increase of 
11.1% over the preceding year, Mr. Vincent 
said. 
“The rising trend is a challenge which we 
must face realistically,“ he added. 
“ Fire prevention efforts over the years have 
been paying rich dividends. The growth rate of 
the country’s national wealth subject to destruc­ 
tion from fire has been one and one-half 
times the rate of increase in fire losses since 
the end of World War n. 
“Still the tragic toll in loss of lives and proper- 
\ ty from fire is appalling. 
Room For Betterment

“There is room for betterment in all fire 
1 prevention efforts. Three out of every four 
the result of carelessness — these 
I fires 
! should never have occurred. 
•What are the principal causes of fires? Well, 
nearly one-fourth of them are caused by matches 
and smoking, another fifth are of electrical 
origin, and one-tenth began in a defective heat­ 
ing plant. 
“Care with matches and smoking can help 
hold down fire losses. Keeping electrical equip- 
I ment in good working order can also aid, and 
: at least once a year, every home should have 
■ its hftflAng plant checked by a qualified service- 
1 man.“ 
On the plus side in the fight against fire is 
i the ever-increasing awareness of the value of 
- fire prevention, Mr. Vincent said. 
More and more communities are adopting

Even If it passed no other im- * 
portant laws (which Is far from 
the case), the Eighty-eighth 
United States Congress, Second 
Session, has earned a secure 
place in history and the grati­ 
tude of future generations with 
the Wilderness Bill. 
Now signed into law by the 
President, this legislation sets 
aside 9.1 million acres of re­ 
maining virgin wilderness in 13 
states to be forever protected 
from the encroachments of civ­ 
ilization.

tion ofcoexistence. 
And they shudder at the pos­ 
sibility that he might be elected. 
This fear is found among NATO 
Allies, Neutral Nations, and 
among Communist block coun­ 
tries alike. 
There is also a certain amount 
of worry that President John­ 
son, while under attack from 
Goldwater, may try to prove 
he is not soft on Communism. 
Both the diplomats In the* 
Chanceries and the people on 
the streets have the distinct 
Impression that Johnson would 
not have taken such precipitous 
action in bombing the PT boat 
bases In North Viet Nam had he 
not been in the middle of an elec­ 
tion and under Goldwater's fire. 
They also suspect that toe 
story is far from complete on 
the latest Gulf of Tonkin Inci­ 
dent where U. S. destroyers 
fired at allegedly approaching 
PT boats, ft's known that the 
weather was bad, that PT boats 
were never sighted except on 
radar, and that radar screens 
sometimes can play tricks. 
At any rate the general im­ 
pression is that the Destroyer 
Commander spooked, and fired 
at a phantom target. War-wor­ 
ried Europeans pray there will 
be no more such Incidents be­ 
fore the election campaign is 
over.

On Oct. 5, 1960, the North 
American Air Defense Com­ 
mand at Colorado Springs was 
alerted t hat 
Russian Inter­ 
continental missiles appeared 
to be crossing the Arctic, head­ 
ed straight for the United 
States. 
This was the signal that the 
civilized world hoped would 
never come, but from Thule, 
Greenland, came the terrifying 
warning: "Massive ICBM at­ 
tack is underway." 
Air Marshal C. Roy Slemon 
of the Canadian Royal Air Force 
was in command. He had 17 
minutes in which to alert the 
President and perhaps touch off 
a counter broadside of Ameri­ 
can missiles.

The visiting observer need 
not count oncafeconfe rencesor 
briefings by somf of toe most 
sophisticated 
anti-Communlst 
circles of the world •• men and 
wom^n who have fled from the 
Soviet secret police during the 
past three decades. The ob­ 
server can look at the record, 
which does not appear to be 
examined intensely or regu­ 
larly back home. 
As recently as Sept. 1, Pres­ 
ident Lopez Mateos delivered 
a long report to the nation on 
his 
six years in office. Not 
once did he criticize Fidel Cas­ 
tro. Not once did he talk of 
Cuba's landing guerrilla forces 
in toe jungles and mountains 
of sovereign Latin states. Pres­ 
ident 
Mateos 
brushed 
off 
charges that Castro had landed 
a huge cache of arms fo r revo­ 
lutionists and terrorists in Ven­ 
ezuela. 
The Mexican leader, in fact, 
boasted that Mexico had twice 
abstained in toe voting of the 
Organization 
of 
American 
States confe rence on Cuba's 
violations. Thus, Mexico, ex­ 
cept for Canada, is toe only na­ 
tion in the Western hemisphere 
not to condemn Castro-ite in­ 
vasions of other nations. 
President Mateos was proud­ 
ly proclaiming that he personal­ 
ly was responsible for contin­ 
uing Mexico’s diplomatic and 
consular relations with Cuba. 
In that long report to his peo­ 
ple, President Mateos called fo r 
trade with all nations. Thus 
Mexico is toe only Latin land 
to deal with the Cuban dicta­ 
torship. 
On this point, Mr. Mateos has 
been consistent, ft was on Oct. 
3, 1962 that he said: 
"The Monroe Doctrine is a 
declaration solely of the US. 
Mexico never recognized it. 
Cuba is no danger to the Wes­ 
tern Hemisphere. Even acconW 
ing to the press of the US* 
the weapons which Cuba re­ 


ceives from toe Soviet Un­ 
ion are only fo r defense pur­ 
poses. Cuba can thereto re not 
be considered as a military ar­ 
senal. 
"Mexico is against interven­ 
tion in Cuba and Is neutral on 
toe questions pertaining to the 
cold war." 
This position was reiterated 
in President Mateos’ recent re­ 
port to the Mexican people. 
Thera are those here who say 
the president must take this 
stance in order to prevent ex­ 
president 
Lazaro Cardenas 
from fom seizing leadership 
of the powerful "left" in this* 
country. If this is true, the 
"left” must be all -pervading. 
Otherwise why should so pow- 
erfu 1 a man as Mr. Mateos 
be concerned with toe influence 
of the friends of Fidel Castro'» 
Apparently the President is 
also concenied over toe in­ 
fluence of the friends of the 
Peking Communist government. 
Nowhere in his report did he 
mention toe Chinese Commun­ 
ists, nor their threat to South­ 
east Asia, nor their support 
of the Viet Cong invasion of 
South Viet Nam. 
Instead, Mr. Mateos talked 
mysteriously of those propagan­ 
dists who becloud the issue of 
coexistence and who prevent 
trade between all nations. If 
he did not intend to attack cri­ 
tics of Mao Tse-tung*s govern­ 
ment, he did it nonetheless, ft 
was interpreted as criticism of 
toe UjS. 
This interpretation goes be­ 
yond the Mexican borders es­ 
pecially in strategic Central 
America which is the next tar­ 
get of the various Sino-Soviet

American look to Mexico as 
their big brother, toe true "rev­ 
olutionists." If Mexico can send 
scientific, journalistic, finan­ 
cial, labor and cultural dele- 
gations to Peking, why cannot 
the tiny but strategic isthmus 
nations do likewise?

Talk in the Soviet Union about 
the profit motive has Premier 
Khrushchev on a tightrope be­ 
tween the devil of creeping 
capitalism and the deep blue 
sea of Marxist-Leninist dogma.

trap, but the notion of profits is 
difficult to square with Commu­ 
nist scriptures. 
Suspecting him of capitalist 
inclinations, Peking has called 
Khrushchev 
the head of "a 
bourgeois privileged clique." 
Talk of profit motives — not 
evil capitalist profit but vir-. 


tuous Communist profit—began 
in the Soviet press about two 
years ago and then faded amid 
indications of acid debate 
in 
high places. Now the talk is on 
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again, seemingly inspired by 
Khrushchev, whose excursions 
into the unorthodox often shock 
doctrinaire Marxist-Leninists. 
The debate illuminates Khru­ 
shchev's odd position. The top 
man in a dictatorship, he lacks 
the authority of a dictator and 
can be rebuffed by cautious 
conservatives 
or 
a cumber­ 
som e collective leadership. 
C risis is chronic in the Soviet 
consumer industries because of 
strictly centralized planning, 
and 
built-in 
self-defeating 
mechanism called the plan tar­ 
get and quota system. 
Factory managers argue for 
the lowest possible production 
quotas and the highest possible 
amount of raw materials and 
workers. 
For seven years Khrushchev 
has been wrestling with the 
problem of allowing decision 
making at lower levels.

the poor, so Pm going to call 
them back to rem edy that.* ” 
E a rlie r in the session, the 
House and Senate passed a law 
to 
increase the pay of their 
mem bers from $22,500 to $ 3 0 .- 
000. Last week, in their rush 
for adjournment, they brushed 
aside two key Johnson adminis­ 
tration m easures — h ealthcare 
fo r 
the elderly under social 
Security and a $1.06-billion aid 
package for the impoverished 
Appalachia region.

Russell B. Long, D- 
La: "T his is too good an oppor­ 
tunity for the President to m iss. 
Sometime in a ca mpaign speech 
he's going sa y ,‘The mem bers of 
Congress raised their own sal­ 
arie s $7,500 but they didn't do 
anything for the old folks and- 
die poor, so Pm going to call 
them back to remedy that.* ” 
E arlier in the session, the 
House and Senate passed a law 
to increase the pay of their 
m em bers from $22,500 to $30.-

NATIONAL BOARD URGfes RENEWALOF FIRE 
PREVENTION EFFORTS 
A renewal of fire prevention efforts throughout 
the nation with the view of holding down loss of 
life and destruction of property by fire was urged 
today by Lewis A. Vincent, general manager of 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 
It is reported that there were 11,800 fire 
fatalities last year and over 70,000 people 
sustained fire injuries, Mr. Vincent added. 
At the same time, fire losses in 1963 rose 
to a high of $1,405,558,000, an increase of 
11.1% over the preceding year, Mr. Vincent 
said. 
“The rising trend is a challenge which we 
must face realistically,” he added. 
“ Fire prevention efforts over the years have 
been paying rich dividends. The growth rate of 
the country’s national wealth subject to destruc­ 
tion from fire has been one and one-half 
times the rate of increase in fire losses since 
the end of World War II. 
“ Still the tragic toll in loss of lives and proper­ 
ty from fire is appalling. 
Room For Betterment 
“ There is room for betterment in all fire 
prevention efforts. Three out of every four 
fires are the result of carelessness — these 
should never have occurred. 
“ What are the principal causes of fires? Well, 
nearly one-fourth of them are caused by matches 
and smoking, another fifth are of electrical 
origin, and one-tenth began in a defective heat- 
: ing plant. 
“ Care with matches and smoking can help 
j hold down fire losses. Keeping electrical equip- 
: ment in good working order can also aid, and 
j at least once a year, every home should have 
its heating plant checked by a qualified service- 
’ man.” 
On the plus side in the fight against fire is 
the ever-increasing awareness of the value of 
fire prevention, Mr. Vincent said. 
More and more communities are adopting 
fire prevention codes and improving their de­ 
fenses. 
Thousands of communities 
are conducting 
Spring Clean-Up campaigns, urging household­ 
ers to clean their attics and basements of un- 
: needed combustibles, and holiday safety cam- 
: paigns contribute importantly to fire safety

OUR ALLIES WORRY 
The big question on the minds 
of European these days is the 
American election. People ask 
you with worry in their voices 
whether there is any chance the 
polls might be wrong and that 
Sen. Barry Goldwater might be­ 
come the next President of the 
United States. 
They don't know Goldwater, 
have nothing against him per­ 
sonally. But they have read his 
statements about giving the: 
nuclear weapons to field com­ 
manders, 
about withdrawing 


from the UN if Red China is 
admitted, about removing the 
hot line between Moscow and 
Washington, about his denuncia­ 
tion of coexistence. 
And they shudder at the pos­ 
sibility that he might be elected. 
This fear is found among NATO 
Allies, Neutral Nations, and 
among Communist block coun­ 
tries alike. 
There is also a certain amount 
of worry that President John­ 
son, while under attack from 
Goldwater, may try to prove 
he is not soft on Communism. 
Both 
the diplomats in the 
Chanceries and the people on 
the streets have the distinct 
Impression that Johnson would 
not have taken such precipitous 
action in bombing the PT boat 
bases in North Viet Nam had he 
not been in the middle of an elec­ 
tion and under Goldwater’s fire. 
They also suspect that the 
story is far from complete on 
the latest Gulf of Tonkin inci­ 
dent where U. S. destroyers 
fired at allegedly approaching 
PT boats. It's known that the 
weather was bad, that PT boats 
were never sighted except on 
radar, and that radar screens 
sometimes can play tricks. 
At any rate the general im­ 
pression is that the Destroyer 
Commander spooked, and find 
at a phantom target. War-wor­ 
ried Europeans pray there will 
be no more such Incidents be­ 
fore the election campaign is 
over. 


THE HOT LINE 
One Goldwater proposal which 
alarms European is the official 
Republican platform proposal to 
abolish the “ hot line,” the tele­ 
type between Moscow and Wash­ 
ington which guards against ac­ 
cidental war. 
How accidental war could hap­ 
pen is graphically portrayed by 
Columbia P ic tu r e s ' “Fall 


Safe,” in which the President of 
the United States, portrayed by 
Henry Fonda, tries desperately 
to stop bombers flying by acci­ 
dent toward Moscow. 
It was to prevent such nuclear 
accidents that the Hot Line, 
after long negotiations, was fi­ 
nally set up. 
Most people don't know it, but 
on at least one occasion the 
United States came dangerous­ 
ly close to war with Russia, 
because of faulty radar signals. 
On Oct. 5, 1960, the North 
American Air Defense Com­ 
mand at Colorado Springs was 
alerted 
t hat 
Russian Inter­ 
continental missiles appeared 
to be crossing the Arctic, head­ 
ed straight for the United 
States. 
This was the signal that the 
civilized world hoped would 
never come, but from Thule, 
Greenland, came the terrifying 
warning: “ Massive ICBM at­ 
tack is underway.” 
Air Marshal C. Roy Slemon 
of the Canadian Royal Air Force 
was in command. He had 17 
minutes in which to alert the 
President and perhaps touch off 
a counter broadside of Ameri­ 
can missiles, 
Slemon 
immediately ask e d 
Washington for a report on the 
whereabout 
of 
Khrushchev. 
The reply came back that he 
was in New York. Slemon de­ 
cided an attack on the United 
States when the leader of the 
world was 
in New York was 
doubtful. The “ Massive ICBM 
Attack” turned out to be a 
fluke on the radar screen. 
It’s to prevent accidental war 
ington and Moscow was es­ 
tablished. And the feet that the 
Republican party has gone on 
record 
officially in fevor of 
abolishing it, is one of the 
reasons 
European will not 
breathe easy until this elec­ 
tion is over. 


Mexican President Boasts 
His 'Neutrality* And Support 
of Castro's Cuba. 


Mexico City — This lofty{ 
lovely city will be die site of 
the international games in 19- 
68 — and Chinese Communist 
and Castro-ite Cuban athletes 
will be in the competition if 
many of Mexico’s leaders have 
their way. Their sentiment is a 
sign of the times, a measure 
of the feeling amongst the 40 
million people south of the bor­ 
der. 
Bluntly speaking, our good 
neighbor abounds with warmth 
fo r Cuba and chill for the U£« 
There is a greater eagerness 
for the friendship of Mao’s 
China than for true fraternity 
with the “ gringoes.” 
The visiting observer need 
not count oncafeconfe rencesor 
briefings by som$ of the most 
sophisticated 
anti-Communist 
circles of the world — men and 
wom^n who have fled from the 
Soviet secret police during the 
past three decades. The ob­ 
server can look at the record, 
which does not appear to be 
examined intensely or regu­ 
larly back home. 
As recently as Sept. 1, Pres­ 
ident Lopez Mateos delivered 
a long report to the nation on 
his 
six years in office. Not 
once did he criticize Fidel Cas­ 
tro. Not once did he talk of 
Cuba's landing guerrilla forces 
in the jungles and mountains 
of sovereign Latin states. Pres­ 
ident 
Mateos 
brushed 
off 
charges that Castro had landed 
a huge cache of arms fo r revo­ 
lutionists and terrorists in Ven­ 
ezuela. 
The Mexican leader, in feet, 
boasted that Mexico had twice 
abstained in the voting of the 
Organization 
of 
American 
States confe rence on 
Cuba's 
violations. Thus, Mexico, ex­ 
cept for Canada, is the only na­ 
tion in the Western hemisphere 
.not to condemn Castro-ite in­ 
vasions of other nations. 
President Mateos was proud­ 
ly proclaiming that he personal­ 
ly was responsible for contin­ 
uing Mexico's diplomatic and 
consular relations with Cuba. 
In that long report to his peo­ 
ple, President Mateos called fo r 
trade with all nations. Thus 
Mexico is the only Latin land 
to deal with the Cuban dicta­ 
torship. 
On this point, Mr. Mateos has 
been consistent. It was on Oct. 
3, 1962 that he said: 
“The Monroe Doctrine is a 
declaration solely of the UJS. 
Mexico never recognized it. 
Cuba is no danger to the Wes­ 
tern Hemisphere. Even accortL 
ing to the press of the Ujl% 
the weapons which Cuba re­ 


ceives from the Soviet Un­ 
ion are only fo r defense pur­ 
poses. Cuba can thereto re not 
be considered as a military ar­ 
senal. 
“ Mexico is against interven­ 
tion in Cuba and is neutral on 
the questions pertaining to the 
cold war." 
This position was reiterated 
in President Mateos' recent re­ 
port to the Mexican people. 
There are those here who say 
the president must take this 
stance in order to prevent ex­ 
president 
Lazaro 
Cardenas 
from torn seizing leadership 
of the powerful “ left” in this; 
country. If this is true, the 
“ left" must be all -pervading. 
Otherwise why should so pow- 
erfu 1 a man as Mr. Mateos 
be concerned with the influence 
of the friends of Fidel Castro'i 
Apparently the President is 
also concerned over the in­ 
fluence of the friends of the 
Peking Communist government. 
Nowhere in his report did he 
mention the Chinese Commun­ 
ists, nor their threat to South­ 
east Asia, nor their support 
of the Viet Cong invasion of 
South Viet Nam. 
Instead, Mr. Mateos talked 
mysteriously of those propagan, 
dists who becloud the issue of 
coexistence and who prevent 
trade between all nations. If 
he did not intend to attack cri­ 
tics of Mao Tse-tung*s govern- 
ment, he did it nonetheless, ft 
was interpreted as criticism of 
the UJS. 
This interpretation goes be­ 
yond the Mexican borders es­ 
pecially in strategic Central 
America which is the next tar­ 
get of the various Sino-Soviet 
“apparats." 
The 
Central 
American look to Mexico as 
their big brother, the true “ rev­ 
olutionists." If Mexico can send 
scientific, journalistic, finan­ 
cial, labor and cultural <fele- 
gations to Peking, why cannot 
the tiny but strategic isthmus 
nations do likewise? 
They can. They are. On Aug-1 
ust 17 the infleuntlal Panaman-' 
lan member of Parliament and: 
popular 
radio 
broadcaster 
Thelma King, arrived in Peking. 
She was hailed, feted and ~ ridely 
displayed by her host, the Com­ 
munist China Foreign Affairs 
Institute. 
Some weeks earlier a Pana­ 
manian labor delegation visited 
Communist China. They said 
they represented the Panama 
Workers' Federation and went 
on a speaking tour to incite au­ 
diences against the wicked U£. 
I could list scores of other 
such Ietin visits, all resulting 
in increased Chinese Commun­ 
ist influence on our proverbial 
doorstep.

NATIONAL BOARD URGfes RENEWALOF FIRE 
PREVENTION EFFORTS 
A renewal of fire prevention efforts throughout 
the nation with the view of holding down loss of 
life and destruction of property by fire was urged 
today by Lewis A. Vincent, general manager of 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 
It is reported that there were 11,800 fire 
fatalities last year and over 70,000 people 
sustained fire injuries, Mr. Vincent added. 
At the same time, fire losses in 1963 rose 
to a high of $1,405,558,000, an increase of 
11.1% over the preceding year, Mr. Vincent 
said. 
“ The rising trend is a challenge which we 
must face realistically,** he added. 
“ Fire prevention efforts over the years have 
been paying rich dividends. The growth rate of 
the country's national wealth subject to destruc­ 
tion from fire has been one and one-half 
tim es the rate of increase in fire losses since 
the end of World War II. 
“ Still the tragic toll in loss of lives and proper­ 
ty from fire is appalling. 
Room For Betterment 
“ There is room for betterment in all fire 
prevention efforts. Three out of every four 
fires are the result of carelessness — these 
should never have occurred. 
“What are the principal causes of fires? Well, 
nearly one-fourth of them are caused by matches 
and smoking, another fifth are of electrical 
origin, and one-tenth began in a defective heat­ 
ing plant. 
“Care with matches and smoking can help 
hold down fire losses. Keeping electrical equip­ 
ment in good working order can also aid, and 
at least once a year, every home should have 
its heating plant checked by a qualified service­ 
man.** 
On the plus side in the fight against fire is 
the ever-increasing awareness of the value of 
fire prevention, Mr. Vincent said. 
More and more communities are adopting 
fire prevention codes and improving their de­ 
fenses. 
Thousands of communities 
are conducting 
• Spring Clean-Up campaigns, urging household­ 
ers to clean their attics and basements of un­ 
needed combustibles, and holiday safety cam­ 
paigns contribute importantly to fire safety 
with regard to the Christmas season, he said. 
Home Inspections 
ii any communities conduct voluntary home 
inspection programs in which local firemen are 
invited by householders to check their prem ises 
for possible fire hazards. 
Mr. Vincent 
added 
that more 
and more 
architects, engineers, and construction men 
are building fire safety into new structures — 
industrial plants and mercantile establishments 
as well as homes. 
Many schools are conducting fire safety ses­ 
sions, in which students are not only given 
fire drills, but instructed in home fire safety, 
he said. 
~ “ Fire prevention is a year round job and 
: Fire Prevention Week is a good time to remind 
ourselves of this,** Mr. Vincent declared.

Mexican 
President 
Boasts 
His 'Neutrality* And Support 
of C astro 's Cuba. 


Mexico City - This lofty, 
lovely city will be the site of 
the international games in 19- 
68 -. and Chinese Communist 
and C astro-ite Cuban athletes 
will be in the competition if 
many of M exico's leaders have 
their way. Their sentiment is a 
sign of 
the tim es, a m easure 
of the feeling amongst the 40 
million people south of the bor­ 
der. 
Bluntly speaking, our good 
neighbor abounds with warmth 
to r Cuba and chill for the UJ5, 
There is a greater eagerness 
fo r the 
friendship 
of M ao's 
China than for true fraternity 
with the “ gringoes." 
Ih e visiting observer need 
not count oncafeconfe ranees or 
briefings by som$ of the most 
sophisticated 
anti-Communist 
circles of the world — men and 
wom^n who have fled from the 
Soviet secret police during the 
past three decades. The ob­ 
se rv e r can look at the record, 
which does not appear to be 
examined 
intensely or regu­ 
larly back home. 
As recently as Sept. I, P re s­ 
ident Lopez Mateos delivered 
a long report to the nation on 
his 
six years in office. Not 
once did he criticize Fidel C as­ 
tro. Not once did he talk of 
Cuba's landing guerrilla forces 
in the jungles and mountains 
of sovereign Latin states. P res­ 
ident 
Mateos 
brushed 
off 
charges that Castro had landed 
a huge cache of arm s to r revo­ 
lutionists and te rro rists in Ven­ 
ezuela. 
The Mexican leader, in fact, 
boasted that Mexico had twice 
abstained in the voting of the 
Organization 
of 
Am erican 
States confe ranee on 
Cuba's 
violations. Thus, Mexico, ex­ 
cept for Canada, is the only na­ 
tion in the W estern hem isphere 
not to condemn Castro-ite in­ 
vasions of other nations. 
President Mateos was proud­ 
ly proclaim ing that he personal­ 
ly was responsible for contin­ 
uing M exico's diplomatic and 
consular relations with Cuba. 
In that long report to his peo­ 
ple, President Mateos called to r 
trade with all nations. Thus 
Mexico is the only Latin land 
to deal with the Cuban dicta­ 
torship. 
On this point, Mr. Mateos has 
been consistent. It was on Oct. 
3, 1962 that he said: 
“ The Monroe Doctrine is a 
declaration solely of the UJ5. 
Mexico never recognized it. 
Cuba is no danger to the Wes­ 
tern Hemisphere. Even accord 
tog to the press of the UjB., 
the weapons which Cuba re­ 


ceives 
from 
the Soviet Un­ 
ion are only to r defense pur­ 
poses. Cuba can thereto re not 
be considered as a m ilitary a r ­ 
senal. 
"M exico is against interven­ 
tion in Cuba and is neutral on 
the questions pertaining to the 
cold w ar." 
This position was reiterated 
in President Mateos* recent re ­ 
port to the Mexican people. 
There are those here who say 
the president must take this 
stance in order to prevent ex­ 
president 
Lazaro 
Cardenas 
from tom seizing leadership 
of the powerful “ left" in this: 
country. 
If this is true, the 
“ left" must be all -pervading. 
Otherwise why should so pow- 
erfu I a man as M r. Mateos 
be concerned with the influence 
of the friends of Fidel Castro'* 
Apparently the President is 
also concerned over the in­ 
fluence of the friends of the 
Peking Communist government. 
Nowhere in his report did he 
mention the Chinese Commun­ 
ists, nor their threat to South­ 
east Asia, nor their support 
of 
the Viet Cong invasion of 
South Viet Nam. 
Instead, M r. Mateos talked 
m ysteriously of those propagan­ 
dists who becloud the issue of 
coexistence and who prevent 
trade between all nations. If 
he did not intend to attack c ri­ 
tics of Mao Tse-tung's govern­ 
ment, he did it nonetheless. It 
was interpreted as criticism of 
the U.S. 
This interpretation goes be­ 
yond the Mexican borders e s ­ 
pecially in strategic C entral 
Am erica which is the next ta r­ 
get of the various Sino-Soviet 
“ app arats." 
The 
C entral 
American look to Mexico as 
their big brother, the true “ rev­ 
olutionists." If Mexico can send 
scientific, journalistic, finan­ 
cial, labor and cultural dele­ 
gations to Peking, why cannot 
the tiny but strategic isthm us 
nations do likewise? 
They can. They are. On Aug-> 
ust 17 the tofleuntlal Panaman­ 
ian member of Parliament and 
popular 
radio 
broadcaster 
Thelma King, arrived in Peking. 
She was hailed, feted and widely 
displayed by her host, the Com­ 
munist China Foreign Affairs 
Institute. 
Some weeks earlier a Pana­ 
manian labor delegation visited 
Communist China. They said 
they represented the Panama 
Workers* Federation and went 
on a speaking tour to incite au­ 
diences against the wicked UJS. 
I could list scores of othei 
such Latin visits, all resulting 
in increased Chinese Commun­ 
ist influence on our proverbial 
doorstep.

ACNE 
Something can be done about 
acne. 
The 
pimples, 
blemishes, 
blackheads and boils that make 
life miserable for so many 
teen-agers often can be elim ­ 
inated or considerably reduced 
by careful attention. 
Waiting to "outgrow’ 
your 
acne can be a serious mis­ 
take, says a pamphlet of the 
American Medical Association. 
Acne isn’t a serious disease, 
in that it’s not a threat to life 
and limb, but it can be seriously 
disfiguring at the time of life 
when young people are most 
sensitive about 
their appear­ 
ance. 
Severe acne can lead to 
permanent scarring. 
Acne is caused by poor ad­ 
justment of the skin to the 
secretions of maturing glands. 
The 
imbalance 
in hormone 
secretions will correct itself 
in time, usually around the age 
of 18 or 19. 
There 
are 
two 
things to 
remember in dealing with acne; 
There is no one-shot cure, no 
magic pill. 
Control is a con­ 
tinuing process of simple skin 
care which you must follow 
faithfully to have a good com­ 
plexion. 
Second, acne is not a dis­ 
ease of dirt, even though you 
are told to wash thoroughly and 
frequently. 
The washing is 
to remove oils and to clear 
the plugged oil glands, keeping 
blackheads at a minimum. The 
blackness of the blackhead is 
not dirt, but is due to a chem­ 
ical change in the secretions 


from the oil glands. 
Wash the face two or more 
tim es daily with soap and hot 
water. 
Wash thoroughly, but 
gently enough to avoid irritat­ 
ing 
the 
skin. 
Frequent 
shampooing of the hair also is 
in order. 
Acne is not primarily 
a 
dietary disease. Following the 
strictest diet will not, by it­ 
self, clear your skin. 
How­ 
ever, some Individuals seem to 
be made worse by very small 
amounts of certain foods, par­ 
ticularly chocolate, and these 
persons obviously should avoid 
such offending foods entirely. 
Medical care for acne is best 
sought early before permanent 
damage is done. 
Each phy­
